All Violate™ of the State Law to Be 


Promptly Punished. 


A called meeting of the citizens of the 


county was held at the office of Treasurer 
Wood on Saturday afternoon for the pur- 
pose of organizing a club to have the fish 
and game laws enforced. The meeting 
was called to order, and J. Q. A. Odor was 
made chairman and W. A. Holman secre- 
tary. After some talk, on motion " The 
Macon County Game Protection Club" 
was selected as the name of the society, 
Permanent officers were elected as follows; 


President—J. H. Alexander, Whitmore 
township. 


Treasurer and secretary—P, L. Wood, 


Decatur township. 


Directors were appointed ns follows 


Messrs, E. W. Wood, Deoatur: Benj. F. 
Renshaw, Hickory township, and Thomas 
Ayres, Whitmore township. They were 
given power to select n marshal, and Con- 
stable J. W. Carter was appointed. 


On motion it was requested thnt each 


member be requested to pay over 50 cents 
is an initiation fee, A committee of five 
was appointed to draft a constitution and 
by-laws for the club, to be presented at 
the next meeting of the organization. The 
members of the committee are J. H. Al- 
exander, F. L. Wood, W. E. Biugham, F. 
W. Haines and B. F. Renehaw. On mo- 
tion the cily papers were requested to 
publish proceedings ot tho meeting and 
the fish law. It was taken as the sense of 
the meeting that the marshal, whtn com- 
plaiuts oC violation of tha game law are 
made, shall assume the responsibility of 
making arrests, and with the state's attor- 
ney, secure the conviction of the accused 
persons. The motion, requesting the citi- 
zens of the county to sign the laws and 
become members of the club was adopted, 
Tho club adjourned to meet again on Sat- 
urday, March let at 1 o'clock p. m. at the 
county treasurer's oflice.

A BLOODY SUNDAY FIGHT. 


Another Chapter In the Tinkler B'amily 


Trouble—One Man Slabbed 


Five Times.

A bloody fight, growing out of the 


Tinkler family troubles, took place on 
Sunday afternoon between 3 and 4 o'clock 
at the Tinkler home, No. 242 West Ed- 
mond street, at the end of North Union 
street, in the second ward. The affray 
took place in two of the upper rooms of 
the dwelling, and the combatants were 
Myron W. Tinkler and Charles Cartmell, 
of Kansas City, Mo, a brother of Mrs, 
Tinkler, both powerful men, and both 
members of the same secret organization. 
Tinkler was badly beaten with a heavy 
poker about the head and body, and both 
of his eyes are in deep mourning, while 
his clothiug is more or lees bloody. Above 
his forehead is a deep cut, and there are 
scars about his eyes and cheeks. In 
warding oil' the deadly blows Tinkler had 
his arms and hands seriously bruised, nnd 
bis left side, which shows a large welt, 
gives him much pain. Tiukler WDH armed 
with a common pon-knife having a blade 
three inches long, with au iron handle 
marked "J. W," In the course of the 
desperate fight Cartemll received no less 
than five deep stabs with the knife in the 
hand of Tinkler, and a half dozen slight 
cuts and bruises. One of the stubs cut 
to the breabt bone, glancing off to the 
left, making a slash two inches in length; 
the second out struck the top of the 
shoulder, making a wound one and one- 
half inches deep; the third and fourtli 
stabs struck the ribs at the right of the 
spinal column. At the fifth blow the knife 
blade went through between the fifth nud 
sixth ribfi, penetrating the left lunjr, but 
the distance is not known, 


Dr, R. L. Walston was summoned to 


attend Cartmell. Ho dressed his cuts, and 
found the wound iu the lung the most 
serious one of the five; but the injured 
man, who is 38 years old, powerfully built, 
and of good habits, was not splitting 
blood, and there was none oE that rattling 
sound which usually accompanies a bad 
cut m the luog. The blnod wag flowing 
freely, and the doctor left Cartwell resting 
comfortably. 


Marshal Mason and Officer Hartley 


visited the dwelling and took Tinkler to 
the county jail, where he was placed in 
one of the debtor's cells and attended by 
Dr. Cbenoweth, who dressed his wounds, 
pone of which will prove fatal, Tinkler 
ia attended to-day by his daughter, Mrs. 
Jessie F. Coyington, widow of Prank 
Coviiigton, who resides on West Cerro 
Ftreet. She spent last pight with her 
father administering to his wants. 


It will be remembered by the readers 


of tho REPCBLIOAN that on last Christmas 
eve M. W. Tinkler, who is a traveling 
agent for a marble firm, had a difficulty 
with his family, and that in the course of 
the quarrel his daughter Mary jumped 
Dut of a second story wiudow, injuring 
jorsslr quite seriously. Tinkler was arrest- 
ed and remained in jail several weeks 
waiting an examination. Tho trial was 
called before Justice McGorray, but ow- 
.pg to some misunderstanding about the 
time ot the calling of the trial on the sec- 
ond day of the examination, Mrs. Tinkler, 
:he complaining witness, did not appear 
and the case was dismissed for wui.it ot 
prosecution, Tinkler was discharged, and 
since that time he hasboen separated from 
ilia family, making his home with his 
widowed daughter. He has been in cor- 
respondence with his daughters and sev- 
eral statements about the family troubles 
iave appeared in the local papers. Tink- 
er has also visited his family at intervals, 
imi ou the 17th instant on invitation of 
lis wife took dinner with them. 


TISKLEB'S STOEY. 


Tinkler was seen at the jail this morn- 


ng by a REPUBLICAN reporter. He was 
'ound outstretched on a bed. Speaking 
of the bloody fight he said: "Yesterday 
afternoon I went to the house to sec my 
children aud went up stairs; went iuto the 
south room; there was no one there. Then 
went to west room and saw that the fam- 
ly were about to take dinner. Saw Char- 
ey Cartmell sitting in the room. He got 
up and shook hands Mith rop, saying: 
Howdy do'. I then went buck into the 
iitting room and eat by the stove while 
my wife, daughters and Oartmell ate din- 
ner. In n few minutes all camo out into 
he sitting room, Cartmell opened the 
conversation by saying: 'I understand 
hat you want to spill somebody's blood. 
'. am here for that purpose. It you Uy 
lauds on my sisters or one of my nieces I 
will kill you.' Cartmell then picked up a 
leavy poker and made two motions be- 
ore sinking me, tho firat blow striking 
me on the head. Before the blow was 
truck I told him that lie was in my house 
md that he bad better, bo at his own 
lome attending to his own business. 
He 


called me a mean contemptible pnp and 
hen struck. Wo then clinched. Ia tho 
scuffle we staggered and fell into the 
north room where wo fought until we 
vero separated. We then got into the 
louth room again, where Cartmell either 
lirew or knocked me down and was 
pounding me with his fists, when either 
my wife or one ot the girls succeeded in 
'ettiqg possession of the knife, Cartmell 
sroraiaiiig to quit striking me; but he 
itrnck me once or twice after I gave up 
he knife. I stabbed him, I don't know 
liow 
many times, 
because he was 


tying his best to kill me. I think 
'. had the knife in my hand either closed 
)r open wheu the talk commenced, but I 
mdno intention of doing Cartmell harm, 
ind struck to defend myself when he as- 
aulted me, After the fight my wife came 
io me, examined my wounds and washed 
my face. The lower part of the house is 
unoccupied, my wife having removed 
iverything up stairs, so that she conld 
ent the first floor. When I saw Cart- 
nell I supposed he had come to occupy 
he lower part of the house. I will have 
lim arrested for assault with intent io 
kill." 


Charles Cartmell who is a carpenter 


md builder at Kansas City, Mo,, where 
ie has a family, was formerly a resident 
of Deoatur, having been employed for 
many years at the Hills & Harry planing 
nill. He arrived here Saturday night on 
hij way te Memphif, Term., to visit bia 
•uter and nieces. ' Anna and Mary Tink- 


ler state that the quarrel commenced 
after they got through diuner and declare 
that Mr. Tinkler raised the open knife in 
his hand as if to strike Oartmell when the 
latter struck the first blow. There was a 
great uproar and struggle in the two 
rooms, when Anna and her mother 
wrenched the kaife from Tinkler's hand, 
putting a stop to the fight. The blade 
was covered with blood. It wag wiped 
off by Anna and the knife given to Officer 
Hartley. 


The attending physician was summoned 


to visit Cartmell again at a late hour last 
m«ht as he was breathing hard. The 
props had become misplaced and the 
blood had ceased to flow from the lung. 
The injured man wag propped up agnin 
in bed, and left resting comfortably. He 
was sleeping eorily this forenoon, and 
there were no unfavorable symptoms. 


Altogether it is a bad affair, and as 


both Tinkler and Cartmell will be prose- 
cuted, there will be two long drawn out 
trials and the old family trouble will be 
ventilated again. 


A WABBAHT FOB OABTMBLIi. 


This forenoon State's Attorney Johns 


visited M, W. Tinkler at the jail, and a 
warrant was drawn up for the arrest of 
Cartmell on a charge of making an as- 
sault on Tinkler with intent to murder. 
It was issued by Justice McGomy. The 
arrest will be made tn-dny, but the exam- 
ination will have to be deferred until the 
accuucd is able to leave his bed.

Cartmell's Condition. 


Charles Cartmell who was stabbed 


Sunday by M, W. Tinkler, rested poorly 
last night, owing to paroxysms of difli 
cult breathing, caused by the wound. His 
pulse this morning was 102 and tempera- 
ture 100^, which is considerably above 
the natural temperature of the human 
body, 9G.4. Though his sleep was more 
or less disturbed last night, Dr. Walston 
does not think Cartmell's condition is 
dangerous, as the cut lung is four-fifths 
clear to-day. Many friends have called 
to see tha wounded man, but none are ad- 
mitted to his room, as the physician de 
sires that he shall remain undisturbed. 


Decatur People Hurt. 


A passenger train on the Hannibal & 


St. Joe road went through a temporary 
bridge ut the Ohariton river near Hanni- 
bal, in Missouri, ou Saturday last, and 
quite n number of people were seriously 
injured. 
Among the unfortunate cnes 


were Alexander Greenfield, of Friends 
Creek township, this county, who had 
both legs cut aud au eye bruised; also 
Jacob Nelson, of Friends Creek, whose 
head waa bruised, L. W. Stewart, of this 
county, had his head cut and bruised. 
The treasurer of the road has settled with 
sixteen of the injured parties by giving 
them 8700. 


That Frozen Baby. 


The mystery surrounding the birth 


of Miss Alice Gasaway's buby, near Har- 
ristown two weeks ago.is still causing more 
or less talk, and will necessitate official 
investigation. The child was boru in the 
night and thrown over a fence whore it 
was found frozen solid. Dr. J. H. Bioe, 
of Niantic, who was called to attend the 
young woman after the birth, was in Do- 
catur yesterday in 
consultation with 


State's Attorney Johns, who has been 
making searching inquires into the case 
since the alleged facts were detailed in 
the uewspapera, It was the expressed 
belief of Dr. Rice that the child was born 
dead, and it is quite likely that he will 
insist on nn exhumation and examination 
of the body to verify his opinion, so that 
no possible blame can be attached to him. 
The mother is doing well. The matter 
will be thoroughly investigated in a few 
days.

There are a couple of anecdotes in 


•ho Chicago Tribune sketch of Ogles- 
sy that are worth reproducing. The 
'ollowicg with reference to his lect- 
ures on his travels abroad are very 
readable1 


Soon af Ler coming back he was in 


Teat demand for lectures. His lect- 
ure was supposed to be the Holy 
Land, and this he has delivered hun- 
dreds of times, and always with the 
greatest success. On one occasion 
ne lectured at Bloomington, Lincoln, 
Judge Davis and other men of note 
being present. 
He was warmly con- 


gratulated by these distinguished 
gentlemen, Lincoln 
remarking:— 


Dick, I don't know that I have ever 


heard anything which pleased me 
better." 
The pyramids having been 


mentioned in the lecture, Lincoln 
continued, turning to Judge Davis: 
"Well, Davis, it does not seem to be 
so far back to Abraham as it used to 
be when we were boys. 
Here we see 


a young man who has been at the 
pyramids and stood on the ground 
where the Messiah and Abraham 
stood, and this seem? to bring the 
human family a little closer together. 
A great work of man like the pyra- 
mids, which I would like to see, 
seems to me to shorten the distance 
between the days of tho old fathers 
and those of our own." 


There is another little story con 


cerning the lecture on the Holy Land 
which is told by Gen. Grant, and 
which is not for public inspection in 
the Governor's stock of anecdotes. 
Grant tells it thus. "Oglesby was 
invited to deliver his lecture on the 
Holy Land in some Illinois town, 
and, consenting, was greeted with 
crowded audiences. Ho opened with 
the intention of giving a lecture

started off with a little preliminary 
description of his adventures in 
Europe.

of Europe, and the aud.ence was so 
delighted that he had to promise to 
appear another night and give the 
Holy Land lecture. 
He appeared 


again, this time to a still larger anc 
more enthusiastic assembly, to whom 
as preliminary he spoke of what he 
saw among the Cossacks of Western 
Europe and what he found among 
the ruins of Poland. 
He spoke til 


half-past 10, having commenced at 8 
and then had to adjourn withou 
having said a word of the Holy Land 
Still a third appointment was made 
the hall was crowded as before, anc 
he commenced his journey by saying 
a little concerning Egypt, its won 
derful antiquities, its pyramids, and 
its ruins. 
He became enthusiast 


over his subject, and, after awhile 
pulled out his watch and turnei 
around to find out the hour. 
A looi 


of profound astonishment came ove 
his face as he glanced at the watch 
Turning to a gentleman on the plat 
form, "Well, here it is 11 o'clock 
and I'll be damned if I have got 
the Holy Land yet!"

William M. Rung, n Pennsylvanian by 


birth, past 80 years of age, and for many 
yearn a constant reader of the REPUBLI- 
CAN, died suddenly at the residence of 
Mrs. Elizabeth Cooper, his nearest neigh- 
bor, near Oreann, on Wednesday after- 
noon. Mr. Rung had lived in that neigh- 
borhood for a period of 20 years, and had 
made a hermit of himself by residing in a 
lonely house on 80 acres of land, supposed 
to belong to his estate.

The deceased died at the residence 
of Mrs. Elizabeth Cooper, to which place 
he went yesterday afternoon to get some 
bread. Mrs. Coopor testified that Mr. 
Rung came into her house with a basket 
nnd took n chair.' Ho naked for a loaf of 
bread. He looked badly and she asked 
him if he wasn't sick. He did not answer, 
and as witness turned to get the broad he 
partly arose from the chair and fell over 
in front of the stove. Witness asked Rung 
what was the matter and tried to help 
him up, but he was dead nnd stiff and 
made no answer to her questions. There 
were no olher persons to testify.

St. Louis, charged with the murder of 
McMahon and bis two hired men at Mt. 
Pulaski in Anguer, 1882, were taken to 
Lincoln yesterday and lodged in jail. 
They were arrestedjn St. Louis by Pink- 
erton's men. They were first charge* 
with burglary and enticed across the river 
to East St. Louis, when the hand-cuffs 
were clasped on them, TLey were armed 
with revolvers, brass knuckles and bowie 
knives. Hall is a cousin of the murdered 
man, 
MoMahou, and Long used to work 


for McMahon. When arrested Long said 
to Hall: "I knew that d—n wife of yours 
would give UB away." They express great 
fears of being brought, fearing that they 
would be lynched. The arrest was made 
very quietly, and it is a great surprise t» 
the people there. Several arrests have 
been made for the greatest of mysterious 
murders, and it is to be hoped that tbe 
detectives are now on the right trail. It 
looks that way. 


R. B. Fryer, one of the detectives in tbe 


Carpenter case, who arrived in Decatur 
last night, was seen by a RSPCBLIOAN 
reporter. He is of the opinion that Hall 
and Long undoubtedly had some con- 
nection with the triple murder. The me» 
are in jail and the excitement at Lincoln 
yesterday was intense, and talk about the 
Carpenter case in a measure subsided. 
He says the Pinkerton detectives, headed 
by Mr. Griswold, have been working on 
the case many months, and the fact that 
they seldom make a mistake is a strong 
assurance that they hove secured pointers 
that amount to something stronger tham 
a simple theory. 


A Dreadful Discovery. 


Parties in from Harristown give the 


alleged particulars of a scandal which has 
been agitating that section for ten days, 
and it is of such a character that an offi- 
cial investigation should be had without 
delay. Thomas Gasaway is a farmer liv- 
ing on the J. N. Hoyt place, a mile and 8 
half southwest o£ Harristown. He has a 
niece named Alice Gasaway. In the night 
a week ago last Tueudny Alice, who is an 
unmarried woman, gave birth to a child 
which was found dead near a fence close 
to the farm house. The accouchment 
took place without the attendance of a 
physician or the knowledge of Mr. and 
Mrs. Gasawny. A physician from Nian- 
tic was summoned (o make an examina- 
tion of the dead infant and he stated that 
it had been born dead. He attended the 
mother whose clothing waa stained with 
blood. The room she occupied wns also 
blood-stained, ns was nlso the route to 
the plnce where the infant was found. 
The body was interred the dny it wni 
found in Long Point cemetery,

their pay, brought it to them Wednesday, 
The result was, however, a discharge of 
the strikers and new men sent to fill their 
places. No work has been done since, 
nnd, from the present aspect it is difficult 
to kuow the oiitcome. Report Las it that 
shot guns nnd revolvers were so freely 
used one night that the new miners were 
prevented going up and down, ns were 
the engineer nnd those employed above 
from doing duty. Mine matters uro seri- 
ously demoralized there.

Dakota, 


The bill now before Congress for 


the admission of Southern Dakota 
as a state is in most of its features 
like ordinary "enabling acts," and 
provides for the organization of a 
state, to be known as Dakota, from 
that part of the Territory of that 
name south of the forty-sixth paral- 
lel. A Constitutional Convention is 
to be held on the second Tuesday of 
December, the delegates to be elected 
November 14th neit. This conven- 
tion is to include 120 delegates, the 
unusually large number being re- 
quired to fully represent the people 
of the embryo state. Delegates are 
to be elected from single districts, 
the usual grants of public lands for 
educational purposes made, and a 
provision included requiring the new 
State to assume the debts incurred 
for the erection of such public build- 
ings as are located within its limits. 
The bill loaves the northern part of 
the Territory with a Territorial or- 
ganization, but its name has not yet 
been agreed upon. Pembina, North 
Dakota, Mandan, and other names 
have been urged upon the committee, 
but no selection has been made.

The Pish Laws. 


The organization of the "Macon 


County Game Protection Club" gives 
new interest to the laws in force for 
the preservation of fish in this State. 
The following are the statutes re- 
ferred to, which the new organiza- 
tion proposes to strictly enforce: 


ACT APPROVED MAY 13, 1878. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the 


people of the State of Illinois repre- 
sented in the General Assembly, 
That it shall be unlawful for any 
person or persons to catch or kill 
any fish of the species commonly 
called, black, green, silver or white 
bass, pike, pickerel, salmon, land 
lock salmon, jack salmon, croppy or 
grass bass, sun fish or sun perch, or 
other fish commonly known' as game 
fish, in or upon any of the rivers, 
creeks, streams, ponds, lakes, elongha, 
bayous or other watercourses wholly 
within or running through the State 
of Illlinois, with any seine, net, weir, 
or other device, other thau with hook 
and line, from the fifteenth day of 
February to the fifteenth day of 
June, in each and every year. 


Section 2. That it shall be unlaw- 


ful for any person or persons at any 
time to catch or kill any fish in or 
upon any of the creeks, streams, 
ponds, lakes, sloughs, bayous, or 
other water courses within the juris 
diction of the State of Illinois, by 
the USB of lime, acid, or any medical 
or chemicul compound or explosive. 


JJACT ArPIlOVEO MAY 3, 1870. 


Section 1. That no person shall 


place, erect, or cause to be placed or 
erected any dam, seine, net, weir, 
fish dam, 
or other obstruction, in or 


across any of the rivers, creeks, 
streams, 
ponds, 
lakes, 
sloughs, 


buyous or othei water courses wholly 
withiu this state, in tnch manner as 
shall hinder or obstruct the free pas- 
sage of fish up or down or through 
such waters or water courses; and 
that from and after the adoption of 
thia act it shall be unlawful for any 
person to use any seine or net for the 
purpose of catching fish, except min- 
nows, in any of the waters of this 
State, the meshes of whose seine is 
less than two inches. Provided, that 
it shall be unlawful for any person to 
catch or take any fish, other than 
small fish or bait, with any net, 
seine, wire basket, trap, or any other 
device whatever, except with a hook 
and line or spear, within one-half 
mile of any dam constructed across 
any of the rivers or creeks of this 
State. 


ACT APPROVED MAY 31, 
1879. 


Sec. 4 That it shall be the duty 


of any person or persons who now 
own, 
or may hereafter erect any dam 


or other obstruction across any of 
the rivers, creeks, streams, ponds, 
sloughs, 
bayoua, or other water 


courses within this state, to place 
therein suitable fishways, in order 
that the free passage of fish up or 
down through such waters may not 
be obstructed. And any person fail- 
ing to provide such fishways shall be 
subject to a fine not exceeding 1200 
per year, to be recovered before any 
justice of the peace in the county or 
counties where such dam or obstruc- 
tion may be placed: Provided, that 
this act shall not apply to streams, 
ponds, lakes, sloughs or bayous t'aat 
may be obstructed or closed by work 
or works done under the act of July 
1, 1871, entitled: "An act to provide 
for the construction and protection 
of drains, ditches, levees and other 
works, or under any act relating to 
the construction and protection of 
drains, ditches, levees and other 
works, now in force or to be here- 
after passed. 


Sec. 2, All fines recovered under 


this act shall go into the general 
school funds of the county wherein 
such fines may be inflicted.

The Political Situation in Egypt. 


EDS. EEPUBLICA.N:—In this portion 


of Illinois the political horrizon is 
Beginning to present an interesting 
appearance and while things in some 
portions, especially in the presiden- 
tial part, are, as yet, in a nebulous 
state, still, by the light of stars al- 
ready shining, we are enabled to cal- 
alate with considerable certainty the 


future form of the now clouded and 
unsettled sections of the panorama. 
In way of party organization, strange 
as it may seem, the Democrats are 
far in advance of their opponents. 
They have 
associated themselves 


together under the name and style 
of the "Eandolph Club," which they 
propose to make a permanent institu- 
tion. 
They declare the objects of 


the club to be. "The accumulation of 
a political library, the distribution of 
democratic documents, the dissemin- 
ation of democratic ideas and the 
permanent organization of moral and 
intelligent men for the purpose of 
discussing questions of party politics 
and seeking by all honorable means 
the advancement of 
the general 


good." 
With these principles as the 


base of their constitution they have 
organized the most respectable and 
most systematically conducted politi- 
cal club tbat has yet been seen in 
this section of the sta'e. The Re- 
publicans have, as yet, made no at- 
tempt at organization, and, for this 
reason, it is rather difficult to obtain 
their sense on the minor matters of 
the political canvass. The Randolph 
Club, and this means the power and 
brains of Democracy in Chester, is a 
unit for Col. W. R. Morrison for 
president. They have in their meet- 
ings thoroughly dissected the tariff 
question and are opposed to its being 
made an issue in the campaign 
They favor the tariff for revenue 
with incidental protection for labor 
and they demand the abolition of all 
internal revenue tax just so soon as 
the returns from import duties will 
meet the expensees of the govern- 
ment. 
The Club is a credit to its 


party and in the papers lately read 
by some of its members there is 
more sound sense than has as yet ap- 
peared on the record of Democratic 
argument in the present congress. 
For governor the Club favors Hon. 
John E. Oberly, of Bloomington, and 
if Morrison is not put at the head of 
their national ticket they will claim 
the second place for Oberly and ask 
Hon. Carter H. Harrison, of Chicago, 
to face "Uncle Dick" in the fight for 
governor. 
Hon. Henry Seller, sena 


tor from St. Clair, who is a rich man 
of German descent, is their choice for 
lieutenant-governor. 
The slate for 


smaller offices has not yet been made 
p,nd is treated with little interest. 
Tbe chief aim and end now in view, 
is to keep the party off of the free trade 
platform and to push Hon. John H. 
3berly to the front. 
The Democrats 


ill fight with system and determin- 
tion in this section of the state. 
imong their delegates to the state 
onvention from Randolph county 
vill be, we think, Messrs. Lindsey, 
barber, Gordon, and Hartzel and 
hey will go instructed to fighl 
against Carter 
Harrison on 
the 


;round that he has no following in the 
ounty and that, owing to his con- 
nection with the thieves and gam 
jiers of Chicago, it will be impossi- 
ble for him to ever acquire a follow- 
ng among the honest people of the 
rural districts. 


On the Republican side all fac 


ions agree on Logan for presiden 
and Oglesby for governor, with Chas 
Becker, of Belleville, for state treas^ 
urer. 
By way of parenthesis we 


nay remark, however, that among 
;he eighty-five men connected with 
;he Southern Illinois penitentiary 
which is located at this place, ther< 


ogan and Oglesby for president 


and governor and Charles Becker for 
reasurer. Beyond this we have no 
ambition. 
Mr. Charles Becker is an 


educated German who fought in the 
ause of the Union during the late 
war in which he lost a leg. He has 
md many offices of honor and trust 
n St. Clair county, and is a repre- 
entative man. He will carry St. 
jlair, which is a Democratic county, 
nd we believe that among those 
>recincts where he is known he will 
>ring to his party at the least four 
housand votes which we would oth- 
erwise lose. We cannot too strongly 
urge the justice of Mr Becker's 
claim and the need of his nomination 
by onr party.

'our weeks experience in delivering cream 
to the agent of the "Decatur Creamery," 
who comes to the house twice a week and 
skima and receives the cream, I thought 
;hat I would sit down and let our brother 
farmers, and especially their wives and 
daughters, know the result, hoping that 
;hey may be benefitted thereby. During 
;he time we milked five cows, all "stripers," 
imving dropped their calves very early 
lust spring, and three of them two-year 
old heifers, We got about seven gallons 
milk daily. The amount of cream sold 
during the four weeks was 3119-20 gagues, 
(a gague of cream is the amount necessary 
to make a pound of butter), hence the 
amount sold was equivalent to 3119-20 
bbs, of butter, for which we received in 
cash $6.99. We made during the time, in 
ddition to the above, the necessary 
amount of butter for the supply of our 
family of five persons and made a liberal 
use of cream during the time for family 
TIBO. The amount received from the sale 
if cream is not large, but when it is con- 
sidered that the labor of churning the 
butter and taking it to market is saved, 
wo are satisfied that there is a decided 
benefit derived over the old way. We ex- 
pect to continue in the business and may 
report the results hereafter. 
The old 


way of making and selling butter to the 
grocers for whatever they saw fit to give 
"in trade," was always unsatisfactory, and 
we hail with delight the prospective 
emancipation of our hard-working wives 
and daughters from the impositions of 
the grocerymen in the sale ot the surplus 
butter product.

HOW SISK GOT TKKIJK. 


The Best Explanation Tet Offered Why 


Cliicag-o Got the Convention. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 87.—What 


purports to be the "inside history" of the 
campaign to secure the National Demo- 
cratic Convention for Chicago was given 
yesterday, by a gentleman whose word 
cannot be questioned and whose position 
enabled him to obtain facts that were 
known only to a favored few. 
It sheds 


considerable light on the duplicity pruc- 
ticod 
by 
certain 
politicians 
from 


the South, and furnishes an explana- 
tion for the confidence and bragga- 
docio of the St. Louis men. 
General 


Singleton came here a mouth ago and 
set resolutely at work creating a senti- 
ment In ''avor of Chicago, lie visited 
every Senator and Congressman who was 
considered able to influence one member 
of the committee. The six votes of the 
Northwest, including Illinois, were sup- 
posed to be safe for Chicago. The New 
Knglandand Middle States were regarded 
as friendly to Saratoga. 
The South, 


therefore, with its seventeen votes, was 
the section from which Chicago expected 
to draw sufficient strength, together with 
the unpledged vote of the North, to con- 
trol the twenty votes necessary to a 
choice. 
General 
Singleton's 
efforts, 


therefore, 
were directed 
particularly 


among the Southern Senators, many of 
whom were his intimate and lifelong 
friends. Excepting from those of Mis- 
souri and one or two others, he received 
assurances that satisfied him that at 
least twelve votes south ol Mason and 
Dixou's line were sale 
for 
Chicago. 


These promises were iterated and reitera- 
cd up to the very hour thccommitteemet. 
An analysis of the vole shows that only 
live of them, Virginia, South Carolina, 
Maryland, Gcorgia'and Florida, respected 
their pledges, 
Louisville received three 


voles, two of which were the votes of the 
Kentucky member ami Pat Kelly ol Min- 
nesota, a staunch friend of Chicago, bat 
who cast a complimentary vote for Louis- 
ville, with the understanding that oil Hie 
second ballot they should both vote lor 
Chicago. 
On the third ballot the Louis- 


ville man voted sqnnrely for St. Louis. 
General Singleton had all along counted 
upon from twenty-one to tvventy-lhroc 
votes for Chicago on the first ballot, and 
this was the condition of afl'ars when the 
Chicago delegation arrived, 
It was then 


discovered tlf.it many of thu Soulhcrri 
people were playing fast and loose with 
both tho principal contestants. A fur- 
ther investigation 
showed that they 


were really 
in 
sympathy with 
St. 


Louis and that 
city 
would 
secure 


their support. Outwardly they were too 
loyal to Chicago. Itwas next discovered 
that Jlr. Morrison secretly favored St. 
Louis, although it 
does not appear 


that he Hircw any obstacles in the 
way of Chicago. But it began to bo 
whispered about (but sending the, conven- 
tion to St. Louis meant the packing of 
the galleries in Morrison's 
interest. 


Some ot the Morrison men claimed 
that the Kentucky delegation 
could 


easily lie miule solid in his favor, and 
that the .same might be said of Mis- 
souri and Arkansas. This with the full 
vote of Illinois would give him a good send- 
off. 
Mr. ICandall called on a member of 


the Illinois delegation and asked if these 
rumors were true. Being satisfied that 
they were, he held a hasty consultation 
with Mr. Barunm, and dispatched several 
telegrams to Mr. Flower of New York. 
The result was that the vote ol Pennsyl- 
vania, intended originally for Saratoga, 
was cast for Chicago. Mr. Flower dis- 
patched an agent here on receipt of Ran- 
dall's telegram, and two other votes, 
which the Chicago men had never counled 
upon, were added to their strength. On 
the second ballot Mr. Barnnm

lor Chicago also. In this way the defec- 
tion ol the Southern members was off- 
set, and, starting in with fifteen votes, 
the Chicago men gained steadily, until 
the third "ballot decided the contest in 
their favor.

United States Marshal, George Turner, of 
Alabama, was belore the House Commit- 
tee on Expenditures and severely arraign- 
ed the Special Examiners who testified be- 
fore the committee.

Examiners had been improperly influenced 
in the investigations in Alabama, and 
euidcd by improper and malicious motives. 
He produced documents which he said 
would show 
that the examiners had 


squandered the public money In the pub- 
lic work in Alabama.

anything the examiners tesliilcd to. 1 
known exparte allhlavits shouldn't be ad- 
mitted.

committee and false testimony." 


The witness said he could furnish the 
names of parties by whom he conkl prove 
that thousands of dollars of government 
money had been expended in the gratifi- 
cation of personal malice by the examiners.

spent more of the Government money iti 
pursuing men than it was charged was 
involved iu the alleged frauds, lie cited 
tho Strobach case. lie said money was 
spent by men under tho Attorney (Jem-nil 
and by the general agent of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, and .Special Examiners 
under him. 
The witness contradicted 


the evidence of Mr. Wiegand, Special Ex- 
aminer, that men died of fatigiio ;iikl 
hunger who were under arrest by w i t - 
ness and his deputies, auil said if the 
statements were true the 
Democratic 


newspapers of Alabama, which arc hostile 
to the Marshals, would have gotten hold 
of it anil printed the facts; but no Mich 
statement was ever made by the present 
Ihut Slat*. Statements were then read 
iu refutation of Wiegaucl's statement, that 
poor men under indictment, were com- 
pelled to sell their property to pay Ihe 
fees of the Marshals.
